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1. Claims 6-14 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on September 21, 2004. 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

3. The drawings are objected to because the use of double numbers, for 
example 36(30), is improper and confusing. Each lead line should indicate a 
unique member or feature. In addition, it is recommended that reference 
numerals be numeric, not alpha-numeric. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not 
be labeled as "amended."

4. Claims 1-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

• Claim 1 lacks antecedent basis for a the inclined electric contact part" and 
"the corrected electric contact part" on the last two lines. 

• Claims 2 and 3 each lack antecedent basis for "the electric contact parts" 
on line 2 and "the cavity parts" on line 5. 

• Claim 3 is seen to be the same as claim 2 and will not be allowed in view 
thereof. The only difference between the claims is the substitution of "inclined" 
for "tapered" and the meaning of both of these terms is the same in the present 
context. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kato. This mounting structure of a junction box comprises a terminal part 109 
of a busbar 107, a housing member 102, and a projecting piece 104 
surrounding a cavity. The electric contact part 109a of the busbar is inserted 
into the cavity. The terminal part and the housing member form a connector. 
The electric contact part is inserted into the cavity by way of the 
inclined/ tapered faces 1 in order to correct any potential misalignments. 
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7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. Saito, et al. and Sato comprise similar arrangements 
for correcting contact parts. 



8. Claims 4 and 5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections 
set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
